being  operated  by  the  Isle  of  Ely  County  Council, 

The  Littleport  St,  John  Ambulance  continues 
to  work  under  the  agency  agreement  with  the 
County  Council,  This  vehicle,  which  serves  the 
local  area,  and  those  areas  adjoining  when 
necessary,  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  value. 
It  is  manned  and  run  by  local  St,  John  members. 

As  in  previous  years,  it  is  with  great 
regret  that  I have  to  report  that  Ely  St.  John 
members  have  been  able  to  give  only  occasional 
assistance.  Difficulties  are  as  great  as  ever 
in  replacing  those  members  who  retire  on  account 
of  age .

3,  WATER: 


During  the  year  much  hard  work  and  planning  has 


been  carried  out  by  the  Water  Board,  not  only  to  ensure 
present  supplies,  but  also  to  make  preparations  for 
future  demands.  With  the  increasing  number  of  houses  in 
Ely,  and  the  coming  of  several  small  factories  these 
demands  must  show  a material  increase  in  the  near  future. 


The  completion  of  the  low  level  reservoir  in  Ely 


is  a very  satisfactory  step  forward, 

I have  received  no  unsatisfactory  chemical  or 
bacterial  analysis  of  the  water  in  the  District  during 
the  year . 

It  is  with  regret  that  I note  that  no  further 
. action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  the  fluoridation  of 
.. . ..the  water  supply. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  in  1963,  in  England  and

Some  parents  appear  quite  indifferent  to  the  dangers  their 
non-immimized  children  face  until  cases  occur  in  the  areaj  then 
there  is  a terrific  panic,  resulting  in  delays,  shortage  of 
supplies  and  general  alarm.

Once  again,  I have  to  report  slow  progress.  Staff 
and  Premises  that  are  good,  remain  good|  those  which  are 
substandard  are  still  substandard.  To  attain  and  maintain 
a satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  District  repeated 
visits  by  the  Department’s  Officers  are  essential.  One 
isolated  visit  is  nigh-well  useless. 

The  public  could  help  enormously  in  two  simple 
ways  I (l).  By  reporting  dirty  and  neglected  premises  with 
careless  assistants  and  (2),  By  ceasing  to  patronize  such 
premises • 

Foods,  particularly  those  which  do  not  require  cooking 
or  are  pre-cooked,  e.g.  (Meat),  which  are  left  carelessly 
::  exposed,  and  very  often  surrounded  by  flies  | untidy  and 

dirty  coated  assistants,  often  with  suspect  hands,  are  a few 
of  the  danger  signs  for  which  to  watch. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  in  these  days  it  is  possible 
by  modern  sprays  etc.,  to  abolish  to  all  intent  and 
purposes  the  presence  of  flies  etc,,  not  only  in  food 
premises,  but  in  domestic  kitchens  and  larders.
